ry She was the innocent caule of the combat, 
and accufed herfelf for having a~peared beautiful 
inthe eyes of Don Alonzo.

One day as he was amufing himfelf inthis way, 

his friend Palace came to jummon him to the 
field. He was not iurprifed to find Bayard thus 
employed. People in tiofe days had no. deviated 
from nature io tar as we have, and there is a pe- 
netrating charm which attends every aciion re- 
ferable to her. The captain faw at once how 
matters itood. ‘* This is your daughter, Cheva- 
lier, faid he: what a charming litle innocent !” 
and he I.fted her up, and pretied her to his heart. 
Bayard blutlred, ‘‘I give you joy, my brave 
friend, faid Paliee; allow me to pay my retpects 
to your wife, —Madame de Randan, was in tome 
confufion, but fhe foon recovered herfelf, and 
accepted the falutations of the Captain witha 
good grace. “* Youare going, faid the to take the 
Chevalier from me, and to lead him to the tield 
of danger.” ‘*'To the field of honour, Ma- 
dame.’

Certain favorites who remiain- 
ed with Francis J, in a fhameful inactivity, and 
who attacked, at their pleafure, the reputations 
of the brave and the beautiful, did not fpare 
the fair inhabitant of the caftle in Ferte. Fran- 
cis chid the calumny of that quarter, but flill 
he believed more of it than he ought to have be- 
lieved. He loved the fex, and Madame de Ran- 
dan was fo beautiful, that he grew defirous of 
feeing her; and as he was an amiable, a gallant 
prince, and a king, was it not natural for him 
to indulge fome pleafing hopes! but as he was 
ever courteous, he wrote the lady a letter ins
